TM  greftt«»t  nattonaUat.  the  Pr^l- 
dept  aaM.  i*  tbe  ntan  who  wants  nia 
nation  to  ba  a  great  mttlofi. ,  And  a 
great  natteQ^  ha  added,  "to  tliat  whieb 
penetrates  to  the  heart  of  ita  duty 
among  the  nations  of  the  worut" 

fThe  luncheon  waa  held  at  a  hotel 
roof  garden,  an^  all  of  the  1.700 
plates    were    taken. 

The  crowd  gave  three  ,  chaera  tor 
the  "benefaotor  of  the  world."  pro« 
poeed  by  one  of  the  diners. 

Th4  president  saM  he  was  glad  to 
"see  ,i^litics  adjourned,"  t>e«ausa 
politics  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
great  issues  before  the  country,  ThO 
President  sal<Jl  that  ha  'was  glad  to 
.get  away  from  'Washlnaton  to  dis< 
cuas  the  peace  treaty  bacatiae  lt;Was 
"apparently  difficult  to  dlacuss  it  In 
Washington." 

The  people.  Mr,  Wilson  aaJd, 
apemed  to  have  gathered  from  pre* 
vtoua  dlacugflons  of  the  treaty  4hat 
tkrare  was  little  else  In  the  treaty 
but  "Article  Ten."  in  It.  "and  aome- 
thing  about  Shantung."  Aa  a  matter 
of  fact,  he  asserted,  it  waa  "  a  chart 
for.  a  new  system  of  the  world." 

To  establish  and  safeguard  the 
small  nations  of  the  world  was  the 
purp«^e  of  the  treaty.  Objection  liaa' 
been  made  to  this,  he  said,  on  the 
plea  that  it  waa  "none  of  our  buai« 
neas," 

"But  it  la  our  Ihiatneas,"  continued 
the  PrefBldent,  "to  prevent  war,  and 
if  we  do  not  care  for  the'  weak  na- 
tions of  the  world,  then  we  shall 
have  war." 

Those  who  objected.  Mr.  Wilson 
said,  should  how  show  how  else 'peace 
can  be  guaranteed.  "Lefthem  show," 
lie  said,  "that  they  are  not  abso- 
lutely oontemptlble  quitters  If  they 
do  not  see  this  game  through." 
'  The  industrial  interoats  of  the 
United  States,  said  the  President, 
reached  Into  Btii^opean  affatra.  If  the 
nation ■  only  "minded  ita-  own  busi« 
ness."  he  said.  "It  soon  would  have  no 
other  business."  and  wOuld  be  iso- 
lated politically  aa  well  as  indus- 
trially. 

Meantime,  the  President  continued, 
the  treaty  would  go  into-  effect,  and 
areat  powerful  International  commit-> 
tees  wo}ild  be  set, up.  Referring  to 
his  request  that  the  Senat^  .foreign 
relations  comnilttee  give  approval  tq 
.the  appointment  of',  an  A^^^rican 
>  repreaent^tito  on  the  reparations 
ooihnitUee^  the  'P,raa|dent  continued: 
"I'm  loolclng  after  the' Indvatrial  in' 
tei>eata  o<  the  United  States.  I  would 
like  io  aee  th^  other  men  «Kh«  iiKf .'' 
. ,  "^iie^  ;i<eaSHa ,  ot  Nations,  tlb«  PrMl* 
debt  defli^e/d  as  a  "cbmbipatibn  of 
(he.  world  ioc  arbitration  and  d|s- 
cuasion."  In  almost  evary'  other 
national  controversy  where  there  was 
a  thorough  discusaion.  he  declared, 
there  had  been  no  war. 

"War  la  a  process  of  heat."  said 
the  President,  "and  what  is  proposed 
is  that  every  hot  thought  ahall  be 
spread  opt  in  the  cooling  opialoa-of 
the  world." 

SmphaslBing  the  importaaeeof'the 
boycott  feature  of  the  League  co- 
venant, the  President  said  he  did  not 
think  that  after  that  remedy  had 
been  applied,  w^V  would  be  neees- 
sary. 

"That  brings  a  nation  to  ita 
Senses,"  he  said.  "Just  aa  euffocatlon 
rem9ves  .fToqn  an  individual  all  in- 
clination  to  Mght." 

Allviding  to  Article  Eleven  of  the 
covenant,  in  which  every  matter 
threatening  the  peace  of  the  world 
la  declared  a  niatter  ot  concern  to 
(he  l«ague,  Mr.  Wilson  said  that 
would  give  any  nation  a  right  to 
take  a  friendly  part  in  the  settlement 
of  threatening  situations  as  regarda 
Its   neighbors. 

"And  If  you  must  give  the  secret 
away,"  he  added,  "I  wrote  those 
words  myaalf." 

Tlve  provision  acalnst  separate 
treaties  also  was  emphasised  by  the 
Prenident.  Who  said  that  cleared  away 
the  most  dangerous  and  en^barraaaing 
elements  In  international  affairs. 
'  Taking  up  the  Shantung  provision 
of  the  treaty,  Mr.  Wilson  said  he  had 
not  the  alighteat  doubt  Japan  would 
fulfill  her  promise-  to  return  the 
province. 

If  the  treaty  failed,  the  Prealdent 
aald,  then  there  would  t>e  no  hold 
At  all  up6n  Japan  to  make  her  carry 
out    ^hat    promise,    whereas    if    she

*^f  you  are  going  to  get  Bhantung 
provloea  back  for  China,  and  these 
ventlaaiaii  do  not  want  to  engaga'

Ctilna  to  "scuttle  and  run."  he  sai4^, 
lidding.  "That  is  not  the  kind  of 
American   I   am."  ' 

At  this  deelaratiOQ  the  crowd  roaa 
an(l  cheered. 

Articlb  10  of  the  covenant,  the 
President  said,  was  the  heart  el  the 
League,  ^e  languaae  giving  the 
League  power  to  "advlae"  what  steps 
ahoul4  be  taken  la  inUrnational  con- 
troversles  meant  Just'  what  it  aald. 
He  added  that  he  always  thoticbt  h« 
knew  what  "advise"  meant  until  ha 
returned 'from  Paria.

Council  Carried  by  Sir

PARIS,  Sept.  S.— The  note  of  the 
Supreme  Council  which  Sir  George 
Clerk,  of  the  Britl»h  Foreign  Office, 
ia  carrying  to  Bucharest,  la  couched 
in  firm  but  cordial  language,  accord- 
ing to  The  FeUt  Parlslen  today.  It 
says  the  communication  recalls  to  the 
Roumanian  cabinet  the  engagemcnta 
it  had  entered  into,  and  aeta  forth  the 
neceaslty  of  their, being  kept. 

It  is  said  by  The  Journal  that  Sir 
George  la  uking  with  him  the  76 
wireless  messages  which  the  Rouman- 
ian delegation  is  reported  to  have  sent 
from  Paria  to  the  Roumanian  Oov 
ernment  within  the  last  two  weeki 
but  none  of  which  reacl^d  Ita  destin- 
ation. Ronmania  clalmihg  a  similar 
failure  of  the  various  Allied  notes  to 
rsaoh  her.  -  As  to  the  new  Allied  note, 
The  Journal  saya  it  declares  that  the 
peaea  conference  conaid^rs  Roumanla 
aa  a.  faithful  friend,  expraasea  the 
wiah  that  ita  government  will  not 
detach  itself  from  the  ,  body  of  the 
Allies,  requests  axplanations  on  vari- 
ous points,  aaks  that  Roamani»  evacu- 
ate Hungary  speedily,  meanwhUa 
ca^gtag  I.  requisitioning  swppliea,  while 
pvttjns  the  matariil  alteady  raqatal- 
tloned  at  the  disposal  of  the  Alllea  for 
the  purpoaa  of  making  a  Just  divlalon 
of  it,  or  Ita  equivalent,  among  tbe 
varloua  natlona  having  clalma  agalnat 
Hungary. 

The  note  is  said  to  end  by  aaking 
Roumanla  to  co-operate  with  the 
Alllea  in  re-esublishing  order  In 
Hungary. 

-  •  4%  J.  C.  Bratlano,  Roamanl«n  Pre- 
inker,  has  adviaed  .  Nicholas  Missu. 
Roumanian  representative  here,  of 
tbe  receipt  of  the  latter's  dispatch 
advising  him  that  the  Suprema 
COtncli  of  the  peace  conference  had 
prohibited  ahlpmetit  of  arms  and  war 
manitions  from  Hungary  to  Rou- 
manla. The  telegram  declares  that 
notes  sent  to  Bucharest  by  the 
Supreme  Council  have  not  been  re- 
ceived, and  asks  M.  Missp  to  especially 
call  the  attention  of  the  Suprema 
Council  to  the  "dangerous  and  perni- 
cious character  of  the  policy  it  haa 
adopted  toward  Roumanla." 

"The  Roumanian  Government  ia 
abaolutely  convinced,"  the  telegram 
continues,  ""that  in  destroying  Bol- 
shevism In  Hungary  it  has  rendered 
eminent  service  ^to  the  Allied  cause. 
As  a  consequence  of  the  conditions 
Imposed  upon  ROumunla  without 
taking  account  of  her  saoriflcea  of 
men  and  materials,  the  Rbumanla'n 
Qovemmebt  may  be  obliged  to  con- 
aider  the  advantages  of  withdrawing 
her  troops'  across  the  Dvina,  in 
Southern  Russia,  tind  declining  all  re- 
sponsibility for  the  chaos  to  which 
that  part  of  Kurope  may  be  reduced 
by  the  Bolshevikl,  royalists  apd  ra- 
actionaries." 

The  Minister  of  War  at  Paris  haa 
received  a  wireless  message,  accord- 
ing to  The  Intransigeaht,  which  says 
thut  the  Roumanian  delegation  has 
sent  76  radiograms  from  Parle  during 
the  last  two  weeks,  but  that  none  haa 
arrived  at  ita  ,  destination.  Rott- 
mania's  fallare  to  recetva  at 
Bucharest  the  messages  of  the 
Supreme  Council  has  caused  much 
discussion  among  the  members  of  the 
council,  who  could  not  at  first  take 
seriously  the  Roumanian  Govern- 
ment's statement  that  It  bad  not  r«< 
edved  the  oounell's  notes.

Ww  flguros,  perchands.  loomed  up 
from  the  mists  of  tihte  so  aoon  and  so 
■urely  a*  that  of  the  Gloueeetershire 
doctor  did  for  the  schoolboys  of  thirty 
and  forty  years  ago.  Driving  a  .few 
years  ago  through  the  village  of 
IDownend,  near  Bristol,  they  pointed 
out  to  me  tho  orchard  Ip  which  the 
Old  Man  and  his  four  brothers  learned 
cricket,  chiefly  from  a  venerable 
mother  whose  knowledge  of  the  na- 
Uonal  game  was  astonishing. 

As  I  looked  upon  it  a  memory  of 
the  year  1870  came  to  me — the  year 
wlion  Franco  waa  overrun  by  the  Hun 
and  our  illustrated  papers  showed  us 
nothing  but  woodcut*  of  dating 
tJhIana  and  guns  going  at  a  gallop.  Dr: 
Grace  had  then  been  playing  cricket 
tor  Ave  years  publicly,  and  w%  at 
aohool  had  heard  hto  name  and 
thought  more  gf  him  than  of  any  Em- 
peror who  ever  dictated  an  Impossiblo 
peace. 

r  Thoreaftor  the  word  "cricket"  aug- 
jrested  hi*  name  flret  and  gave  visions 
which  the  yeart^  could  not  change.  We 
'would  see,  in  fancy,  the  green  sward 
and  the  ring  of  people  about  It;  the 
pavilion,  the  great,  burly,  black- 
bearded  figure  emerging  therefrom; 
we  heard  the  plaudits  of  the  crowd, 
the  cllok  of  the  well-hit  ball;  we  said. 
"Dr.  Grjace  to  in"  and  our  heartn 
thrilled.  The  sentiment  endured,  and 
many  a  man  of  fifty  experienced  the 
■ame  thrill  afterward*  when  oppor- 
tunity took  Mm  to  Lord*^.  Would  the 
Old  Man  come  off?  Well,  if  he  did 
nqt,  we  knew  that  ho  would  stiU  tower 
above  the  game  Uko  some  gtganUd 
figure  of  a  victory  unwinged. 

Dr.  Grace  wa*  before  the  cricketing 
public  from  the  year  1806  until  1906. 
It  i*  computed  that  he  'made  20.000 
runs  and  took  7,000  wicket*.  Hto 
notable  innings  Included  126  centurie*. 
He  made  more  than  200  run*  in  an 
Innings  upon  six  occasions:  more  than 
860  upon  four  eecasiens;  and  three 
tirooa  he  exceeded  thh  total  of  300. 
He  mad*  throe  aeparato  hundreds  in 
succession  upon  five  occasions  and  In 
miner  cricket  he  made  ninety-one 
centuries  and  once  scored  exactly  400 
runs  In  an  Inning*. 

Thaaa  statlstlo*.^owavacraHaa-a>ais^ 
leo*  eloquent  thah  the^oradaatlt^  of 
the  raan.  He  knew  th^gamc.  It  nu^y 
be  that  he  loved  It,  as  no  other  wfltS 
played  It  has  avar  doao.  -  it  was  hill 
whole  iWo  wiiMo  ho  waa  u^n  'the  field  f 
jtt  he  could  tnrn  as  readily  to  other 
eporta.  run  and  shoot  and  play  bowls 
with  the  boat,  and  end.  as  we  know,  a 
toiler  of  no  mean  aOhlsyemont. 

For  half,  a  oentury  ho  stood  for  alf 
that  wa*  typical  of  ua  as  a  gamo- 
ptoying  naUon — a  majeatic  flgur*  '^. 
lead  ua — the  big  man  with  tha  chlld'i 
hpart  whom  other  men  lovad. 

Thto  memorial  to  worthy  of  him. 
alike  In  the  diversity  of  its  tribute  aiMi 
tho  reputations  of  those  who  haVW 
aalhorsd  so  gladly  to  do  honor  io  ths 
"Old-  Ma»."

National  Finances  Sonad 

"Tha  financial  poaitlon  of  the  coun- 
try la  aound  and  healthy,  and  to 
maintain  that  state  the  people  of  Can- 
ada must  make  up  thair  minda  that 
production  will  terry  ua  through  to 
even  more  prosperous  times;  that,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  oiir  whole  atruotura 
of  living  is  baaed  on  prodaotion.*^  War 
haa  stimulated  production  ax^d  it 
must  be  aeen  that  pSkce  doaa  not 
act  aa  a  retarding  Influence.  The 
fact  that  the  Canadian  dollar  is  ba- 
low  par  in  the  United  States  should 
spur  Canadians  to  bigger  output  and 
more,  efficient  Industry,  so  that  this 
losa  may  be  retrieved.  The  war  haa 
shown  us  what  wa  can  do.  Wa  will 
find,  perhapa,  that  the  market  for 
many  commoditiea  that  were  in  heavy 
demand  daring  tha  war  has  declined.

The  inauguration  of  a  steamship 
service  between  Kurope  and  the 
orient,  via  the  North,  If  contemplated 
by  'a  Britisher  whose  name  is  given 
as  Mr.  Read,  according  to  Informatian 
received  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
munications. Japan.  Mr.  Read  wishas 
to  co-oparats  with  Japanaaa  eapMaU 
4sts  with  regard  to  this  enterprise. 

"It  is  doubtful  whethar  the  proposal 
Is  practicable."  nays  Mr.  Hata,  Vice- 
Minister  of  Communications,  In  An  in- 
terview with  a  representative  of  tha 
Toyo  Newa  Agency.  "The  proposed 
service  is  to  ba  maintained  by  a  lino 
from  Kurope  and  another  from 
Japan.  The  European  Une  la  to  start 
at  Xlverpooi,  going  albng  the  #ea( 
coast  of  Norway  and  entering  the 
Kara  Straits.  From  the  Kara  Stralti 
the  line  is  to  enter  the  Kara  Sea,  and 
the  naxt  aneho#aga  ia  in  tha  Bay  of 
Oho.  From  here  the  llAa  la  t«  apllt 
into  two  lines,  one  proceeding  up  tha 
Obi  River  to  Omsk  and  Tomsk,  while 
the  other  ia  to  reach  Krasno)rars\  by 
the  Tenaatii  River. 

"The  Jspan  lino  Is  to  start  at  Taka« 
hams,  nnd  going  along  the  east  coast 
of  Kamchatka,  to  pass  the  Bahring 
Stralta,  then  to  preeaed  up  tha  Ltana 
River,  In  order  to  provide  shipping 
faculties  to  the  gold  flalda  on  tha 
river.
